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Report of School Board. 





We respectfully submit this our annual report to the 
citizens of the town of Sutton. Conditions have been 
such that the school year has not been what .we hoped it 
would be. This is accounted for by sickness and in part 
by irregular attendance; the latter cause can in a meas- 
ure be overcome by the co-operation of the parents by 


seeing that their children are present at the opening of 


each session. 

Our teachers have been graduates of high schools, 
and some who have not had the opportunity of Normal 
training have ability and successful experience to make 
their work efficient. | | 

We have maintained five schools during the year; the 
two rooms at the Center being united. 7 

Most of the schools have been in session 34 weeks 
with an attendance of 69; of these, 35 are girls and 34 
boys. The greatest number in any school being 21, 
least number 5. Number of visits by members of school 
board 60, all others 288. From the Mary J. Eaton fund 
we have had one week extra at the Center division. 

During the year we have purchased.enough Physiol- 
ogys so the schools are now all supplied with books by 
the same author. 

In behalf of the Sutton school district we extend our 
thanks to Miss Christina L. Eaton, for the excellent 
portrait of her brother, the late Gen. John Eaton, which 
she has had placed in the East Sutton schoolhouse. 

Repairs have been made as follows: North school- 
house, shingled and painted; Center schoolhouse, 
painted shed, shingled, and other repairs. We have 
enough shingles on hand for the schoolhouse in the 
Burpee district.
